If the United States is capable of bringing pres­ 
sure on North Vietnam it should be done at once 
without any advance announcement and hopefully 
without any indication or warning.

COMMUNISTS DEMONSTRATE 
IN CAPITAL 
The young Communists came to Washington, 
D.C., to appear before the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities. 
They attacked the 
Committee with lies, screams and demonstra­ 
tions, but the Committee still stands. 
After attending that HCUA hearing in Wash­ 
ington this week — in the Caucus Room of 
the Cannon House Office building — one cannot 
shake the feeling that the United States has 
already been defeated by the Communists. 
The House Committee on Un-American Ac­ 
tivities (HCUA) doesn’t think the battle is lost, 
but one wonders how much punishment it thinks 
it can take. 
The Committee merely convened 
to hear witnesses and to make recommenda­ 
tions for legislation to stop “Americans’* from 
aiding the Vietcong and North Vietnam. 
In doing so, the Committee took on a U.S. 
District Court judge whose restraining order 
against the hearings will go down in history 
as the first, nearly successful one-man attempt 
to destroy the U. S. Congress — whether the 
judge intended it that way or not. 
The Com­ 
mittee also had to fight Moscow, Peking, Ha­ 
noi and all their bearded, unkempt U.S. campus 
rioter-representatives — the latter being young 
Americans who are much like the produce of a 
machine which was confused about what it was 
making. 
These youngsters disrupted the hearings on 
cue, following the same tired script used to 
fracture previous HCUA hearings. 
They oozed 
hatred for the war in Vietnam, authority, law 
and order. 
They were rude, loud and contemp­ 
tuous of orderly procedure, and 200 pacifists, 
Communists, dupes, beatniks and nuts in one 
place is sufficient disorder as they so destruc­ 
tively proved. 
Predictibie things occurred even before the 
hearing. 
The American Civil Liberties Union 
filed a suit—on behalf of two leftwing extremists— 
in court of U. S. District Judge Howard F. Cor­ 
coran to restrain the Committee from meeting. 
Unbelievably, ACLU’s suit said the Committee’s 
mandate to investigate un-American activities 
was “ vague’’ and “a threat to free speech.’’ 
ACLU knows better than the Committee itself 
that HCUA takes every precaution to protect its 
witnesses, but ACLU has long since passed un­ 
derstanding in its efforts to preserve civil lib­ 
erties. 
Too often, its clients are civil liber­ 
tines. 
Knowing it didn’t have a prayer-in-a Supreme 
Court-chance, ACLU filed the suit anyway and

Scarcely believing their collective ears, 
ACLU attorneys heard Judge Corcoran say the 
Committee was temporarily restrained until a 
special panel of judgescould determine, incredi­ 
bly, the “constitutionality” of the Committee.

Capitol Hill was stunned. One congress­ 
man said Corcoran should be impeached; an­ 
other said the least the judge should do is resign. 
HCUA Acting Chairman. Joe Pool of Dallas, 


said the Committee would hold its hearings ana 
that ‘ *1*11 stay in jail until hell freezes over if 
necessary. I think it’s my duty to the boys fight­ 
ing in Vietnam in foxholes.” 
Before the smoke cleared on the legal battle- 
front, intelligence reported to no one’s surprise 
that the basis for the ACLU suit was a Supreme 
Court ruling on a similar case in Louisiana 
last year. 
The ruling was handed down at that 
time by Justice William Brennan whose chief 
claim to fame in history may well be that it was 
his judicial peregrinations that brought about the 
Supreme Court Justice Limited Tenure Amend­ 
ment. 
Could matters become more bizarre? Without 
a doubt they could, and did. The Justice Depart­ 
ment asked that the restraining order be set 
aside. 
A special panel of judges did so, saying 
that no “irreparable injury” would result if the 
hearings went on. 
Ensconced on that special 
panel was none other than Judge Corcoran, who 
by the way added his name to the unanimous 
opinion that the restraining order be set aside. 
Not long afterward, another panel of judges 
“ indefinitely” put off considering the “consti­ 
tutionality of HCUA.

The man or business who bucks 
great odds and comes out a win­ 
ner deserves the respect of his 
fellowman.

The young Communists came to Washington, 
D.C., to appear before the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities. 
They attacked the 
Committee with lies, scream s and demonstra­ 
tions, but the Committee still stands. 
After attending that HCUA hearing in Wash­ 
ington this week — in the Caucus Room of 
the Cannon House Office building — one cannot 
shake the feeling that the United States has 
already been defeated by the Communists. 
The House Committee on Un-American Ac­ 
tivities (HCUA) doesn't think the battle is lost, 
but one wonders how much punishment it thinks 
it can take. 
The Committee merely convened 
to hear witnesses and to make recommenda­ 
tions for legislation to stop “ Americans” from 
aiding the Vietcong and North Vietnam. 
In doing so, the Committee took on a U.S. 
D istrict Court judge whose restraining order 
against the hearings will go down in history 
as the first, nearly successful one-man attempt 
to destroy the U. S. Congress — whether the 
judge intended it that way or not. 
The Com­ 
mittee also had to fight Moscow, Peking, Ha­ 
noi and all their bearded, unkempt U.S. campus 
rioter-representatives — the latter being young 
Am ericans who are much like the produce of a 
machine which was confused about what it was 
making. 
These youngsters disrupted the hearings on 
cue, following the same tired script used to 
fracture previous HCUA hearings. 
They oozed 
hatred for the war in Vietnam, authority, law 
and order. 
They were rude, loud and contemp­ 
tuous of orderly procedure, and 200 pacifists, 
Communists, dupes, beatniks and nuts in one 
place is sufficient disorder as they so destruc­ 
tively proved. 
Predictible things occurred even before the 
hearing. 
The American Civil Liberties Union 
filed a suit—on behalf of two leftwing extrem ists— 
in court of U. S. D istrict Judge Howard F. Cor­ 
coran to restrain the Committee from meeting. 
Unbelievably, ACLU’s suit said the Committee’s 
mandate to investigate un-American activities 
was “ vague” and “ a threat to free speech.” 
ACLU knows better than the Committee itself 
that HCUA takes every precaution to protect its 
w itnesses, but ACLU has long since passed un­ 
derstanding in its efforts to preserve civil lib­ 
e rties. 
Too often, its clients are civil liber­ 
tines. 
Knowing it didn't have a prayer-in-a Supreme 
Court-chance, ACLU filed the suit anyway and

Scarcely believing their collective ears, 
ACLU attorneys heard Judge Corcoran say the 
Committee was temporarily restrained until a 
special panel of judgescould determine, incredi­ 
bly, the “ constitutionality” of the Committee. 
Th 
.s big league stuff: 
a ^ourt had actually 
told the Congress what it cornu and could not 
hear. 
Capitol Hill was stunned. One congress­ 
man said Corcoran should be impeached; an­ 
other said the least the judge should do is resign. 
HCUA Acting Chairman. Joe Pool of Dallas, 


said the Committee would hold its hearings ana 
that “ PII stay in jail until hell freezes over if 
necessary. I think it’s my duty to the boys fight­ 
ing in Vietnam in foxholes.” 
Before the smoke cleared on the legal battle­ 
front, intelligence reported to no one's surprise 
that the basis for the ACLU suit was a Supreme 
Court ruling on a sim ilar case in Louisiana 
last year. 
The ruling was handed down at that 
tim e by Justice William Brennan whose chief 
claim to fame in history may well be that it was 
his judicial peregrinations that brought about the 
Supreme Court Justice Limited Tenure Amend­ 
ment. 
Could m atters become more bizarre? Without 
a doubt they could, and did. The Justice Depart­ 
ment asked that the restraining order be set 
aside. 
A special panel of judges did so, saying 
that no “ irreparable injury” would result if the 
hearings went on. 
Ensconced on that special 
panel was none other than Judge Corcoran, who 
by the way added his name to the unanimous 
opinion that the restraining order be set aside. 
Not long afterward, another panel of judges 
“ indefinitely” put off considering the “ consti­ 
tutionality of HCUA.

On the 
other hand, the individual who is 
heavily taxed in order to provide 
for many loafers and wastrels 
(not all W elfare recipients to be 
sure, but many of them) develops 
resentment because he feels that 
he is being robbed. That leads to 
a decline of effort, for unless men 
are assured of being able to en­ 
joy the fruits of their labor, very 
few will put forth maximum 
effort and most of them will only 
produce enough for a meager liv­ 
ing for themselves and their 
families. 
Our correspondent also cites 
the following: ‘‘The righteous 
considereth 
the cause of the 
poor; but the wicked regardeth 
not to know it” (Proverbs 29:7). 
It is my contention that the 
man who has the ability to use 
capital productively is consider­ 
ing the cause of the poor far 
more effectively than the man 
who passes the dollars out to be 
spent immediately without last­ 
ing improvement for the poor, 
who need productive jobs. Our 
correspondent heaps scorn upon 
us, but he is wrong. The most ef­ 
fective service one can render is 
to help by his saving to build the 
capital of a country so it can em­ 
ploy more and more people at 
steadily increasing wages, thus 
producing a higher and higher 
standard of living. This is the 
way to conquer suffering, pov­ 
erty, disease and ignorance.

foe planting. If these nutrients 
have not been applied they can 
be topdressed before the wheat 
gets 
too 
tall. 
Topdressing 
phosphate and potash will not 
usually increase yields unless 
the soil is low in these ele­ 
m ents. If soybeans are to follow 
wheat topdressing these elem ents 
will 
generally 
increase 
bean 
yields. 
In the rem ainder of this article 
I want to discuss the three main 
points of topdressing nitrogen. 
These are, tim e of application, 
rate of application, and source 
of nitrogen. 
In wheat experim ents conducted 
a t the 
Delta 
Center, nitrogen 
was applied at four different 
tim es 
- 
Planting - January- 
March - and A pril. Hie sam e 
rate of nitrogen was used at 
each tim e. 
Highest yields were produced 
on sandy and clay soils when 
the N v.as applied during M arch.

March topdressing yields 
an average of 10 bushels on 
sandy soils and 4 bushels, on 
the clay. 
Time of application 
had no effect on yields on 
the 
loam and fine sandy loam soils 
a t Portageville and Sikeston. 
Nitrogen should always be top- 
dressed in M arch on sandy soils 
because in som e years 50 per 
cent o r m ore of the N can be 
lost 
by 
leaching. 
On 
poorly 
drained clay soils, the decision 
is m ore difficult. All the N can 
be applied at o r just p rio r to 
planting o r in January with only 
a sm all reduction in yield.

Several years of research at 
the Delta Center lias shown that 
50 to 75 pounds of nitrogen is

most econom ical rate

apply. On fine sand}' loam soils 
that have a good release of N the 
50 lb. rate should be used. On 
heavy sandy and clay soils the 
higher rate should be used. 
In tests conducted by the Uni­ 
versity of M issouri and various 
other states, no significant yield 
increase has been noted between 
nitrogen sources when applied 
under the sam e conditions. Hie 
m ost common N sources used 
for topdressing in this area are 
ammonium nitrate, liquid nitro­ 
gen, ura, and sodium nitrate. 
Ura 
should not be applied on 
frozen ground tacau se some loss 
may occure under certain condi­ 
tions.
